Elba citizens are highly experienced with devastating 
weather disasters . . regrettably it is experience learned the 
hard way. Therefore it is no ‘surprise to see the methodic 
Way officials and private citizens are going about prepara- 
tions for the savage storm headed toward this area. While 
most of the local experience is with flood waters, many of 
the “get ready” measures are very much alike, Our 
thoughts now are prayers that when the bad weather has’ 
passed, and it will pass, all our folks will be able to shake 
it off and move forward with life 


After hearing several people reporting failure in efforts to 
buy an emergency generator within the last five or six 
days, we posed the same question to a couple of dealers. 
Of course the answer we got was the’same . . . , almost a 
laugh. One reported a list of unfilled requests exceeding 
100! Most area merchants don't stock many of these 
things, as they are not normal big: sellers. Then the chain 
stores emptied their warehouses and shipped whatever 
inventory they had to their South Florida stores and 
haven't gotten in enough replacements to fill the projected 
demand in this area 


We hope Elba citizens heed the warning of Mayor James 
Grimes on the water supply. If Elba loses electric power, 
or has to cut it. off due to dangerous wind conditions. the 
“water supply in the storage tanks will decrease rapidly. 
There will be no additional water until it is‘safe to turn the 
electnicity back on’ again. Therefore, please be extra con- 
servalive with your use of tap water if the’ electric power 1s 
on ; 

Coffee County citizens need to also-be keenly aware that 
tomados are not unusual side effects of hurricanes.

As American citizens we talk 
about our freedom and privi- 
lege we have in America under 
the United States Constitution. 
What many of us fail to see is 
that each of us have a duty as 
an American to prove our self 
worthy of the freedoms guaran- 
teed by the Bill of Rights 

For every one of my privi- 
leges | have a corresponding 
duty because I have the right to 
express my opinion orally or in 
writing, in criticism or in 
praise, of public issues. Also, to 
listen and to read, to assemble 
peaceably with others and to 
discuss openly such questions 
as are worthy of serious atten- 
tion. 

It is my duty to stpdy prob- 
lems and social issues carefully 
and to listen and read with dis- 
crimination before expressing 
an opinion, to tolerate the 
views of others as being as 
worthy of consideration as my 
own, to make my criticism con- 
structive, to withhold judgment 
until the evidence is reviewed 
and to refrain from loose talk- 
ing which may injure another 
or jeopardize my countrymen, 
because | have this right, too.

Because | have the right to 
exercise my rights as a citizen

Wheat and Oat 
Production-get your 
name in the pot

It has been several months 
since small grains were gathered 
and it will only be, several more 
months before the seed will be 
put in the ground again. Peanut, 
corn and cotton harvest has 
started and wheat and oat plant- 
ing time will be here before you 
know it. So, now is probably the 
best time’to stuay and plan your 
strategy. Study up on how to get 
the most from this next oat and 
wheat crop. with the least 
amount of expense and effort 

The two most important fac- 
tors in small grain production 
are planting ume and varieties 
If you are planting 100 acres or 
more. plant on two different 
planting dates: That is one of the 
best management tips you can 
do that costs nothing yet helps 
you to spread out your risks and 
gives you year in and year out 
profits 

The second recommendation 
that is sure to work and costs 


you little is to plant the very best, 


varieties: Read the University 
Variety Trials at each Wiregrass 
Extension ‘office along with 
other information and select the 
best varieties. Here again, if you 
are planting over 100° acres, 
plant two or more vaneties. You 
never know ,what the climate, 
rain, cold weather, insect or rust, 
and. other disease pressure the 
next growing season will’ bring. 
So, plant two to three varieties 
to spread out Your risks. 

If you want some of the best 
wheat and oat varieties, you bet- 
ter gel your name in the pot as 
these’ varieties are often sold out 
-by planting time.

A number of feeding manage- 
ment practices can reduce your 
feed’ costs and still meet your 
horse’s basic nutnent require- 
ments. 

Make good quality forage the 
basis of your feeding program. 
Horses evolved as grazing ani- 
mals, and thein digestive system 
is designed to ‘use forage. All 
horses should get at‘least 1 per- 
cent of their body weight in long 
foughage (hay or pasture) each 
day. Using forages in your feed-

on your feed Jabe!. The guaran- 
teed analysis on the label should 
meet the nutritional needs of 
your horse. If the guaranteed 
analysis greatly exceeds ‘the 
nutrient requirements of your 
horse, you are buying nutnents 
that the horse wastes: The label 
should list the percentages of 
crude protein and crude fat and 
the maximum percent crude 
fiber, 

Check the feed ingredient list 
on the feed label. If the feed is 
for weanlings or lactating 
mares. which require high qual- 
ity protein, check for a high 
quality protein source in the 
feed. for example alfalfa: mea), 
soybean meal, animal protein, 
or milk protein. 

Do not waste money on addi- 
tional supplements; tonics, can 
ditioners, etc, If your feed is 
labeled balanced or: complete. 
the horse does not need and can- 
not.use all the extra nutnents 
Although the horse’ can excrete 
most excess nutnents trom its 
body. some vitamins and minet- 
als can be’ harmful if large 
amounts 

Feed to meet the requirements 
of your horse. Once your horse 
has obtained the correct body 
weight, feed the horse to keep it 
al this weight. It takes more jeed. 
and costs more money tO put 
weight on a thin horse than to 
maintain a horse at the proper 
body condition. On the other 
hand, overfeeding a fat horse 
easily can lead to solic and 
founder. 

Maintain a regular deworm- 
ing schedule, You want to feed 
the horse, not the worms. An & 
week deworminy interval 15 rec 
ommended to break up the lite 
cycle of parasites and munimize 
parasite infestation in the horse 
Choose a deworming product 
that effecuvely kills a broad 
variety of parasites and life 
Stages of those parasites. 

Maintain a regular schedule 
of dental care. The horse's tecth 
should be examined yearly for 
sharp points on the molars or 
other problems. A horse with 
dental problems does not chew 
its feed properly and wastes 
feed, 

Feed frequently and at regular 
me intervals. Food rapidly 
passes through the horse's 
digestive tract, and large grain 
meals can easily overwhelm the 
tract. If the grain required in any 
one meal is more than $ pounds, 
split the meal into two feedings 

Feed horses as individuals. 
This is especially important for 
horses that have a high grain 
requirement. If, you must feed 
horses in groups, use individual] 
feeders and provide one addi- 
tional feeder for every four 
horses to allow timid horses an 
extra feeder if they are pushed 
away from their meal. Placing 
feeders in a tight circle or 
Straight line increases the 
chances that a boss horse can 
control several feeders. 

Measure horse feed by weight 
rather than by volume. This 
reduces feed waste and ensures 
that horses are getting a consis- 
tent amount of feed, The same 
volume of different grains can 
be 2 to 3 times different in 
weight and nutritive value,

With dove hunting season 
upon US, the Alabama

The South Zone split season 
is October 9 through November 
6; November 24 through 
November 28, and December 11 
through January 15, Except for 
opening day when hunting

The following information 
should clanty any issues con 
cerning dove fields, and help 
avoid problems which may 
result from improperly prepared 
hields, 

Hunting over harvested o1 
manipulated standing crops is a 
legal method of bunting doves, 
In fact, hunting over harvested 
or manipulated standing crows 
may provide excellent dove 
hunting over a longer period of 
time than is provided by a small 
rain) planting. Doves are 
altracted to areas that have 
abundamt seed or — grains 
standing crops such as brown 
iop millet, dove proso millet aad.

It is legal to hunt over normal 
agricultural plantings. Top sow 
ing of wheat is a recommended 
planting practice for establish- 
ing a cover crop in low-input 
management systems. This 
planting practice requires a 
well-prepared seedbed. A well 
prepared seedbed involves ade- 
quate tilling of the soil so that 
when the seeds are planted there 
will be good soil-to-seed contact 
and the soil is not excessively 
hard (i.¢., it can easily be pene- 
trated by the developing root of 
the germinating small grain 
seed). Growers should be aware 
that the risk associated with this 
planting practice is that estab 
lishing a good stand is more 
uncertain than with drilling or

The Elba City Council busi- 
ness for September 13th was 
conducted in a businesslike 
manner and without dispute. 

Chief R. W.- Whitworth 
reported that a recent audit of 
the grant funds used to pur- 
chase generators for the com- 
munication system found no 
problems, as the funds were 
used exactly as allocated.
